CROSS TIES: 

There were 2,270 cross ties and 6 sets switch ties used in building new sidings and industrial tracks. 

There were 19,631 cross ties used in the repairs to main tracks. 

There were 2,554 cross ties and 9 sets of switch ties used in repairs to side tracks. 

Cross ties used in new work and replacements, 24,455 an average of 212 ties per mile of main track maintained. Aver¬ 
age cost per tie, $2.66. 


BALLAST: 

There were 9,199 cu. yards of crushed stone ballast used in maintenance and betterments of tracks, an increase of 
4,004 cu. yd. as compared with previous year. 
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BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND CULVERTS: 

11,174 feet board measure of lumber were consumed in making repairs to trestles. 

There are no timber trestles under the main track. 

No timber culverts were repaired during the year. 

DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS: 

All buildings and platforms were fully maintained, consuming 14,496 feet board measure of lumber. 

MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 

Maintenance of equipment expenses, 13.53 per cent of the total operating revenues and 16.21 per cent of the total operating 
expenses, increased $37,784.23, or 6.5 per cent. ^ & 

The average cost of repairs per locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $12,160.10, an increase of $7.27, or 
u. i per cent. 

JF* 16 average cost of repairs of locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 33.32 cents as against 
34.09 cents the preceding year, a decrease of 2.3 per cent. 

The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $4,045.77, an increase of $333.04 
or 9.0 per cent. 


CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT: 


The following repairs were made to equipment during the year, as compared with the preceding year:

Number given light repairs 94, as compared with 85 last year.

Number given heavy repairs 26, as compared with 15 last year. 

Number given light repairs 106, as compared with 175 last year. 


TRAFFIC EXPENSES 


Traffic expenses, 3.66 per cent of the total operating revenues and 4.39 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$10,018.72, or 6.4 per cent. 


TRANSPORTATION EXPENSES 


Transportation expenses, 49.35 per cent of the total operating revenues and 59.13 per cent of the total operating expenses 
increased $233,916.51, or 11.6 per cent. 


GENERAL EXPENSES 


General expenses, 3.85 per cent of the total operating revenues and 4.61 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$5,564.71, or 3.3 per cent.

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AGRICULTURAL AND INDUSTRIAL 

The third highest production of field crops in the state’s history was accompanied by rapidly declining prices at the year’s 
end. A late spring freeze resulted in a near failure of the peach crop. Livestock continued to improve in numbers and qual¬ 
ity with only slight decline in prices. Winter cover crops, erosion control and farm mechanization made wide gains. 

Industrial expansion and new industries located were comparable to previous year and increased community interest in 
industrial development was general throughout the territory. 

GENERAL 


In the 1947 report reference was made to wage increases which became effective on September 1st of that year for non¬ 
operating employees, and on November 1st of that year for Conductors and Trainmen. The wage demands of Engineers and 
Firemen were not settled in 1947, but in 1948 they were granted an increase of 15$<f per hour, retroactive to November 1, 1947. 
The settlement of the 1947 wage demands for all groups resulted in increased charges including the increase in payroll taxes 
of approximately $307,788 for 1948. 


As the result of further demands, Conductors, Trainmen, Engineers, and Firemen were granted an additional increase 
of 10^ per hour effective October 16,1948. The increased charges attributable to such wage increases amount to approximately 
$3,756 per month, or $45,072 per annum. The various operating statements appearing in this report include such charges 
applicable to 1948 aggregating approximately $9,390. 

On April 10, 1948, the non-operating organizations served notices calling for an increase of 25^ per hour and a reduction in 
the work week from 48 to 40 hours with no reduction in pay. Negotiations, which commenced on September 8,1948, eventually 
resulted in the appointment of an Emergency Board on October 18, 1948 by The President of the United States. This Board 
recommended a 40-hour work week effective September 1, 1949, the employees to receive the same amount of pay for a 40-hour 
week as they had received for a 48-hour week prior to October 1, 1948, plus an increase of 7 i per hour retroactive to October 1, 
1948. Negotiations between representatives of the carriers and the organizations were concluded and the Board’s recommenda¬ 
tions were accepted on March 19, 1949. 

The increase of li per hour will result in increased charges amounting to approximately $8,402 per month. Such estimated 
charges applicable to 1948 aggregating $25,206, have been accrued in the accounts for 1948. Increased charges for 1949 due to 
this 7(f per hour increase will aggregate approximately $100,824. 

Based on the assumption that there will be no reduction in the number of service hours now required to efficiently handle 
the business of this railroad, it is estimated that the cost of a 40-hour week will approximate $24,996 per month, or $299,952 per 
annum. 

An examination of the accounts of the company has been made by Messrs. Haskins & Sells, Certified Public Accountants, 
whose certificate appears in this report. 

The Board takes pleasure in expressing its appreciation of the loyal and faithful services rendered by the Officers and 
Employees of the Company in the performance of their duties.
